Tlio nighc'r Educatlou of VTomou. 


Tbero was recently celebrated in Boston the 


tenth anniversary o£ tho Massachusetts So- 
ciety 
for 
tho 
University 
Education 
of 


Women, an organization little known to the 
public, which, according to its last report, 
appears to hnre accomplishedsomosigiuJicnnt 
results. By this wo mean that tho society, 
whoso general purpose is Indicated by its 
name, has furnished some valuable data bear- 
ing upon tho questions whether women are 
desirous of what is called tho higher educa- 
tion, whether thoy aro competent montaliy 
and as to their physical ability to pursue tho 
severer courses of etudy. All theso points, 
which to many appear to have been iairly 
settled, aro still called in question by those 
wboso standing entitles tuem to an answer. 
Tho Massachusetts society has assisted forty- 
live young women, twelve within the last 
year, and, of course, has become intimately 
acquainted with their circumstances and 
work. As to tho deslro of these girls for tho 
most advanced education, a writer, speaking 
ot the many stories of self sacrifice and devo- 
tion to the purpose, says: 


'•This is tbo rule, cot tbo exception. Tbeso 


girls have earned money in many ways, from 
tho medical student who served as night 
nurse during tho winter months, while pur- 
suing Lor studies, and as full nurse, in tho 
summer- vacations, to tho girl who for t\vo 
summers \vorkedata turning lathe because 
it was moro profitable than teaching in n 
summer school. They wnit at hotel tables 
and shop counters at the summer resorts; in 
citybhops for the holidays and Saturdays; 
they teach evening schools out of town after 
the day's work in college is done, and they 
wall; weary miles in heat and cold to save the 
pittance of car faros." 


Tho records of these girls, at Boston uni- 


versity, und professional schools, and in after 
ife, Imvo abundantly demonstrated their 
ibility to advance side by sido with men. 
Their physical capacity has been wisely made 
i mat:er of special consideration, and tho re- 
iort is, that "collogb work in itself will i:nfc 
mrt a healthy girl, but'tho labor by which 
ninny girls put themselves through college is 
• if ten too arduous, and when they aro away 
from home and Imvo but 3i'ttle money they 
ure tempted to tako toolittle'nourishmentnml 
to wear insufHcier.tcIothing.11 ln other words, 
Uio devotion to learning of theso young 
women sometimes causes thorn to slight their 
physical welfare. But when tho body as well 
us the mind is cared for, they aro abundantly 
able to perform tho tasks of a college curric- 
ulum. The society, realizing tho importance 
of Ibis subject, bas aided in equipping u gym- 
nasium for tho students of Boston university, 
mid lias arranged for sanitary lecture* of a 
practical diariieter.—Frank Leslies.
